original commission issued in 1722 to Daniel Pulteney, and signed by George I, 
“ George R ” at the beginning and “GR” at the end. Towards the middle of the 
volume (which is chiefly concerned with the years 1718-20, and which was evidently

one of a series of books kept in the Colonial Office of the time) we come upon the copy 
of a letter from Laurence Vanden Bosh to Governor Nicholson of Maryland. It is 
dated from Sassifrix 19 October 1694, with a large MS. map of the lower course and 
the mouths of the Mississippi. This is followed by five long pages of extracts from 
letters of Governor Nicholson, Governor Blake, and others, concerning a scheme to

k shows “Can^o Harbour the eastmost land of Nova Scotia. By Capt Young.” 
This was in connexion with the fishery dispute.—We find also Addison here, in his 
capacity of Secretary of State, receiving and answering letters on those questions.

This tract consists of 8 pages. At the end is a facsimile of an “ Indented Bill 
for 10a*' with which the soldiers were paid, but which we are told “will not pass in 
Trade between Man and Man, nor can these poor Soldiers and Seamen get anything 
for them to above half their value, they being only used to pay rates with.'* This 
expedition cost the City of Boston, “ Mass. 9 * £50,000, “ for payment whereof the General 
Court hath laid Grievous Taxes upon the Inhabitants.*' 

The title has the last line of the publisher’s address and small portions of the 
marginal notes shorn off, otherwise it u a fine healthy copy of this exceedingly rare 
tract so important both to Canadian and New England History.

Excessively bare. This narrative was issued at a time when the fortunes of the 
little colony seemed to be sinking just as Raleigh’s settlement had done. It gives us the 
first account of the disastrous expedition of Sir George Summers, Sir Thomas Gates 
and Captain Newport in 1609, and their narrow escape by falling in with the Bermudas 
or Summer Islands. “ These islands of the Bermudas have ever been accounted as an 
inchannted pile of rocks, and a desert inhabitation for Divels.” 

The writer, speaking of the Red Men, says (on p. 9) that “We by way of 
m&rchandizing and trade, doe buy of them the pearles of earth, and sell to them the 
pearles of heaven,” a mode of traffic which he considered most praiseworthy, but which 
bears a suspicious resemblance to the celebrated Homeric? transaction between Glancus 
and I)iomede9.

Although “Delitzsch’s Worterbuch’’ and Muss-Arnolt’s Dictionary cover much tho 
same ground, there is plenty of room for both. They differ from one another in plan. 
Delitzsch’s Worterbuch represents the work and conclusions of a single scholar, whereas 
Muss-Arnolds Dictionary is primarily historical. 

Under each heading the views and translations of other scholars are given, with 
copious references to their works. 

Dr. Muss-Arnolt has produced a useful, a laborious, and au accurate work, and has 
achieved the object at which he aimed.— The Academy , December 8th, 1894.

It is somewhat strange that Straparola, who in his own day was one of the most 
popular of the Italian novelists, should have been so long neglected. In the first twenty 
years of its existence the “ Notti ” was sixteen times reprinted, a figure which the 
“ Decamerone ” reached only after a lapse of fifty years. Of the excellent French 
translation by Lonveau and Larivey, the first part of which appeared in 1660, nine 
editions were issued before the end of the century. The distinguishing feature of 
Straparola is the great variety of subjects treated in the fables. He is well known to 
every folk-lorist, seeing that he is regarded as the principal distributor of Oriental 
legends to the later fabulists and Btory-tellers of Northern and Western Europe.

1. Caxton or Wynken de Worde, Ars Moriendi that is to saye the craft for to 

deye for the helthe of marines sowle, Is Gd 

This treatise, consisting of 16 pp. small qn&rto, is No. 97 in the second edition of Mr. Blades’s 
“ Biography and Typography of William Caxton,” where it is fully described. It has no 
printer’s name, date, or place, but is in Caxton's No. 6 type, with four lines of heading at the 
beginning, and some head-lines at the end, in the No. 1 type of Wynken de Worde, Caxton’s 
workman and successor, and is conjecturally assigned by Mr. Blades to the year 1491. 

It “ appears to be a translation frbm the Latin, and doubtless by Caxton himself,” who was 
the author of others of the translations which he printed. Bat it does not agree with any of the 
three different printed Latin treatises bearing the title of Ars moriendi which are in the Bodleian. 
The copy is perfect, and no other copy or fragment of one appears to be known. 

The treatise was reprinted by Mr. Blades in 1S69, bat only to the number of fifty-four 
copies, and not in facsimile.

The Massacre of S. Bartholomew’s Day took place before sunrise on August 24th, 1572, 
and the Thanksgiving which this rare tract describes was held on September 8 th. The fact that 
the account here contained was printed at Rome itself, by the “ Impreasori Camerali,” and within 
at most a few months—perhaps within a few days—of the Thanksgiving, coufers on it an excep¬ 
tional historical value. 

The pamphlet consists of 4 pp. small quarto. The body of the account is in Italian, the 
lengthy inscription in Latin, and the prayers said in the church of San Lodovico in Latin also. 

Brunet describes it as “ Pi&ce fort rare.” Both he and Graesse only mention the copy sold 
(for £3) at the Butler sale, and this is the Bodleian copy. 

The pamphlet was reprinted, from the Bodleian copy, in 1877, by C. P. Stewart in his 
“Vatican influence under Pius V and Gregory XIII ”—but not in facsimile. 

3. COLUMBUS’S LETTER, one of the 1498 editions, the same described in 

Harrisse Bibl. Amer. pp. 22-3. One of 4 known copies (of which 2 are 
in Bodley), 8 pp. 4to. two of them with woodcuts , price Is. 

Only fonr copies are known. This edition, like the pictorial one (printed at Basel), was 
undoubtedly a reprint of the first Roman, or thirty-fonr line edition, and must have followed it 
within a month or two. In the meanwhile Planck had produced his second or corrected edition 
(thirty-three lines to the page). 

4. Caxton’s Advertisement. One of 2 known copies, price 6</. 

The British Museum does not possess an original of either of the above. 

“Mr. K. W. B. Nicholson, Bodley’s Librarian, has always shown a most laudable anxiety to 
make the literary treasures of the Bodleian useful to the largest possible number of people. 
He has commenced the issue of photographic facsimiles of some of the rarities, and two numbers 
have been published at a cheap price by Mr. Bernard Quaritch. The first is the Ars Moriendi, 
that curious and unique English treatise on the ‘Craft for to deye for the helthe of mannes 
sowle' which was printed about 1491, and of which one copy only has survived. The other is 
the Ordine of the Papal procession at Rome in 1572 to celebrate the infamous Massacre of Saint 
Bartholomew, or, as tne Italian writer of the tract pats it, for * the happy news of the destruction 
of the Huguenot sect.' Mr. Nicholson has put a brief preface to each issue, but does not enter 
upon any elaborate examination, the intention of the series being to pat materials in the hands 
of students and to leave them to work out their own conclusions. — Manchester Guardian, 
December 22 nd, 1891.

In 1655, Sir Bichard Fanshaw began the series, con¬ 
tinued in Mickle, Musgrave, Adamson, Quillinan, Hewitt, Duff, and Aubertins 
and now worthily closed by one superior to them all. Captain Burton’s work is 
of peculiar value for several reasons. He was attracted to Camoens by a 
powerful sympathy, arising from a certain similarity in the lives of the two men 
and in their modes of thought; and for twenty years of travel and exploration 
he made the Lusiads his constant companion, drinking in, as it were, the life 
and spirit of his master, with whom he completely identified himself. His great 
mastery of the English language has enabled him to overcome the difficulties of 
exact and verbal reproduction, without losing the sweetness and perfume of the 
poetry. In fact, only an enthusiastic worshipper, endowed with extraordinary 
gifts, could have sustained the toil of such a feat, borne unflaggingly and success¬ 
fully to the end. A few archaisms appear in the translation which, so far from 
seeming out of place, rather heighten the force and effect of the English poem. 
It is a work which amply justifies Lady Burton’s energetic admiration, and must 
add a new and glorious wreath to the many honours that already crown the 
reputation of Captain Sir Eichard Burton.

The book may therefore be regarded as virtually unpublished, 
and as likely before long, in consequence of its intrinsic worth and the short supply of copies, to 
become a costly rarity.

That of Maria Luisa, the less 
beautiful and austere wife of Charles III, indicates Goya’s character. He seems never to^havo 
flattered his sitters, even when nature had been gracious to them. Maria Luisa de Borbon, 
Duchess of San Fernando, figures in an empire dress, with a head-gear of feathers; and albeit 
nature had forgotten to favour her, the wayward artist painted her as she lived, plain and 
dowdy.”— Athenasum, April 10th, 1880.

At any rate, 
the experience of this year agreeably reminds us that a generation, in which some head 
masters are doubting whether Greek is really popular enough to deserve a continuance 
of their support, can still feel a ripple of excitement at the discovery of a new Greek 
classic—snch a ripple as a similar occurrence might have sent through the Italy of 
Petrarch.”— Times , June 25th, 1891.

When Cyril Lucur, Patriarch of Alexandria, was promoted to Constsntinople, 
in 1621, he took the manuscript with him, and presented it, through our Ambassador, Sir 
Thomas Roe, as a gift to King Charles I, in 1627. From that date it remained in the 
Royal Library, until 1757, when it was transferred with the rest of tbe Royal manuscripts 
to the newly-founded British Museum.
